The  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Indus-  origin  and 
trial  Art,  an  institution  the  origin  of  which  was  due  to  "'■p°''« 
the  increased  interest  in  art  and  art  education 
awakened  by  the  Centennial  Exhibition,  was  incorpo- 
rated on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  1876,  for 
the  purpose,  as  stated  in  the  charter,  of  establishing  "for 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a 
Museum  of  Art  in  all  its  branches  and  technical  appli- 
cations, and  with  a  special  view  to  the  development  of 
the  Art  Industries  of  the  State,  to  provide  instruction  in 
Drawing,  Painting,  Modelling,  Designing,  etc.,  through 
practical  schools,  special  libraries,  lectures  and  other- 
wise." 

The   purpose   of   the   institution   as   thus   defined   is 

\        ^  Location  of 

distinctly  industrial.  The  collections  at  Memorial  Hall,  Museum 
in  Fairmount  Park,  where  the  Museum  is  located,  em- 
brace examples  of  art  work  of  every  description.  It 
was  determined  by  the  founders  to  make  the  collections 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  as  largely  as  possible  illus- 
trative of  the  application  of  art  to  industry,  and  the 
instruction  in  the  school  has  had  constant  reference  to  a 
similar  purpose. 

In    the    selection    of    objects,    the    trustees    had    the 
benefit  of  the  advice  of  the  foreign  commissioners  to  the   original 
Exhibition,  and,  in  several  instances,  the  institution  was  collection

the  recipient  of  valuable  gifts  from  individual  exhibitors. 
Around  the  nucleus  thus  formed,  the  Museum  has  grown 
by  purchase,  gift  and  bequest  to  its  present  proportions, 
numbering  in  its  collections  upwards  of  thirty  thousand 
objects. 
Recent  The   Muscum   possesses    several   special    collections, 

'  *°"^  sufficiently  complete  in  themselves  to  be  regarded 
as  representative  of  the  departments  to  which  they  belong. 
Of  these  the  collection  of  American  pottery,  made  by 
Mr.  Edwin  A.  Barber ;  the  collections  of  coins  and 
medals ;  the  collections  of  Etruscan  and  Greco-Roman 
pottery,  the  John  T.  Morris  collection  of  glass ;  a  collec- 
tion of  mediseval  wrought  iron  and  the  collection  of  tex- 
tiles, are  perhaps  the  most  important. 

In  addition  to  its  actual  possessions,  the  Museum 
Loan  is  constantly  receiving  accessions  in  the  form  of  loans  of 
a  more  or  less  permanent  character,  by  which  the  element 
of  freshness  is  secured,  and  popular  interest  in  the  collec- 
tions continually  renewed.  The  Museum  is  visited  by 
about  500,000  persons  a  year. 

The  School  was  opened  during  the  winter  of  1877-78 
Opening  of  in  temporary  rooms  in  Industrial  Hall,  at  Broad  and 
Vine  Streets.  It  was  removed  in  1879  to  the  rooms  of 
the  Franklin  Institute,  at  15  South  Seventh  Street,  and 
again,  in  1880,  to  the  building  1709  Chestnut  Street, 
where  it  remained  until  its  removal,  in  1884,  to  1336 
Spring  Garden  Street. 

The  munificent  gift  of  $100,000  by  Mr.  Wm. 
Location  of  Wcightmaii  and  the  generous  response  of  the  public  of 
Philadelphia  to  an  appeal  for  assistance,  by  which  a  like 
amount  was  raised  by  popular  subscriptions  during  the 
spring  of  1893,  enabled  the  institution  to  acquire  the 
magnificent  property  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Broad 
and  Pine  Streets,  which  it  occupies  at  present.  This 
property,  with  a  front  of  200  feet  on  Broad  Street  and 
400  feet  on  Pine  Street,  is  by  far  the  most  spacious  and 
most  advantageous  in  its  location  of  any  establishment

in  America,  that  is  devoted  to  the  uses  of  a  school  of 
art,  situated  as  it  is  on  the  principal  street  and  in  the  very 
heart  of  the  city. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  removal  to   Spring  Garden    First  courses 
Street,  the  work  of  the  classes  was  confined  to  the  gen-   General  only 
eral  courses  in  Drawing,   Painting  and  Modelling,  with 
constant  regards  to  the  needs  of  the  industries,  it  is  true, 
but  without  attempting  to  provide  instruction  in  any  of 
the  occupations  themselves. 

The  necessity  of  afifording  facilities  for  such  technical 
instruction,  however,  became  apparent  very  early  in  the 
history  of  the  School.  It  was  seen  that  only  by  familiar- 
izing the  students  with  the  processes  and  industrial  appli- 
cations of  design  could  the  proper  direction  be  given  to 
such  purely  artistic  training  as  the  School  had  to  offer. 

The  School  of  Applied  Design,  the  School  of  Wood  additions 
Carving,  and  the  School  of  Textile  Design  and  Manufact-  to  the 
ure,  under  the  name  of  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School,  ""'"'^"  "™- 
were  accordingly  organized  in  1884.  The  Department 
of  Chemistry  and  Dyeing  was  added  to  the  School  of 
Textile  Design  and  Manufacture  in  1887,  and  the  Class 
in  Interior  Decoration  was  added  as  a  department  of  the 
School  of  Decorative  Painting  in  1892,  at  which  time  the 
School  of  Architectural  Design  was  also  organized ;  the 
School  of  Modern  Languages  was  established  in  1893  ; 
the  Departments  of  Wool  Carding  and  Spinning  and 
Cloth  Finishing  were  added  to  the  School  of  Textile 
Design  and  Manufacture  in  1894  and  that  of  Cotton 
Carding  and  Spinning  in  1896.  A  Department  of 
Worsted  Yarn  Manufacture  was  established  in  1898, 
and  under  the  present  organization  the  following  are  in 
active  operation  :

The  hours  of  study  for  the  day  classes  in  the  Art 
School  are  from  9  o'clock  until  12  M.,  and  from  i  to  4 
every  day  in  the  week  except  Saturday.  Special  after- 
noon classes  meet  on  Alonday  and  Tuesday.  The 
Women's  Life  Class  is  open  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  afternoons  from  i  until  4. 

Evening  Classes  in  Freehand  Drawing,  in  Decora- 
tive Painting,  in  Modelling  and  Carving  and  in  Applied 
Design  are  in  session,  from  (Jctober  6th  until  April  loth, 
on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  from  7.30  until  9.30 
o'clock.  The  Men's  Life  Class  and  the  Class  in  Archi- 
tectural Drawing  and  Design  are  open  on  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday and  Friday  evenings,  from  7  until  10  o'clock.

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Each  student  is  provided  with  a  locker  in  which  Lockers 
drawing  boartls  and  materials  are  to  be  ])laced  before 
leaving  the  class  rooms.  (Jn  receiving  the  key  the  sttt- 
dent  must  deposit  $i  (or  $2  for  the  larger  lockers,  in 
which  \vraps,  etc..  can  also  be  kept)  of  which  sum  50 
cents  is  refunded  when  the  key  is  returned,  [provided  the 
return  is  made  within  one  month  after  the  date  on  which 
his  term  expires,  otherwise  the  deposit  is  forfeited.

Graduates  from  the  regular  course  in  Industrial 
Drawing  (Class  A)  who  wish  to  become  teachers  may 
take  up  the  advanced  work  in  Drawing,  and  at  the  same 
time  make  a  study  of  methods  of  instruction.  Those 
whose  progress  in  the  work  is  satisfactory  have  oppor- 
tunities for  practice  in  the  actual  work  of  teaching,  and, 
in  consideration  of  the  services  rendered  in  this  way,  the 
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fees  for  tuition  arc  remitted.  On  the  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  this  course,  which  must  cover  at  least  one  year, 
a  special  teacher's  certificate  is  awarded. 

For   the   l)enefit   of   students    under   sixteen    and   of    Preparatory 

Course 

others  who  are  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  enter  either 
of  the  reg'ular  courses,  a  preparatory  course  is  provided, 
in  which  the  instruction,  while  it  covers  substantially  the 
same  ground  as  that  of  the  regular  classes  in  Drawing 
and  ^Modelling,  is  more  elementary  in  character.  Promo- 
tion from  this  class  to  Class  A  or  any  of  the  more 
advanced  classes  is  made  by  means  of  monthly  tests. 

In  the  cases  of  pupils  in  Elementary  Drawing  who 
enter  after  November  ist,  or  of  such  as  are  for  any 
reason  unable  to  do  the  work  of  the  regular  course, 
instruction  is  provided  on  four  mornings  in  each  week. 

All  students  are  earnestly  recommended  to  study  at    Modem 
least    one    of    the    modern    languages.      Everyone    who    Languages 
studies  art  with  any   seriousness   expects  to  go   abroad  . 
sooner  or  later,  and  those  who  have  had  any  European 
experience  at  all  know  the  great  disadvantage  and  loss 
which  ignorance  of  the  language  implies  in  any  conti- 
nental city.     Moreover,  the  great  mass  of  the  literature     . 
of  art  and  of  subjects  related  to  it  is  never  translated,  and 
must  be  read  in  the  original  if  it  is  read  at  all. 

Instruction  is  provided  in  French.  German,  Italian 
and  Spanish  at  hours  which  do  not  interfere  Avith  the 
work  of  the  other  classes. 

Class    instruction    in    the    Geometrical    branches    is    i^ectures 
given     every     AX'ednesday     morning,     and     lectures     on 
Original  Design,  on  Art  History  and  similar  subjects  are 
given  by  the  Principal  on  Mondays,  from  ii  to  12.     All 
first-year  students  are  expected  to  attend  these  lectures. 

Lectures  on  Color  Harmony  and  on  Anatomv  are 
given  at  such  times  as  can  be  most  convenientlv  arranged. 

C)ccasional  lectures  on  miscellaneous  subjects  are 
given  throughout  the  year. 
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Opportunities  are  afforded  for  visiting  and  studying, 
under  the  direction  of  an  instructor,  at  Memorial  Hall, 
at  the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  at  the  Philadelphia 
Museums  and  at  the  Museums  and  Library  of  the  Uni- 
versity, as  well  as  at  the  Zoological  Garden.  The  studies 
in  Historical  Ornament  are,  indeed,  required  to  be  made 
from  objects  in  the  different  museums  whenever  this  is 
practicable.
